For the first time since the Cultural Revolution, Radio Peking 
has. résumed its once regular broadcasts of lessons in Kuayti

and the series has continued weekly since then. The initial 
lessons present phonetics, the tone system, and some introductory 
vocabulary. The pinyin romanization is also taught. The male 
announcer presenting the series speaks unaccented. American’ 
English,, the female uses a British standard... Reception is 
generally good in most parts of North Americd and ia boosted 

by a relay in Albania. A good short wave receiver and an 
efficient, preferably external, antenna are of course recommended.
